Gold bracelets having the form of 
the hieroglyphic letter "N ” ; a num ­ 
ber of silver bracelets— it is believed 
th at this is the first time silver brace­ 
lets have been discovered in a tomb 
1 of the fourth dynasty—and two pure 
gold anklets were also found. 
Despite this display, the tomb was 
th a t of an ordinary woman. W hat was 
placed in the tombs of persons 
of 
higher rank of the same period, which 
dates back some 5000 
years,

1 have been even more remarkable.
